The 
pump was lowered some 20 feet into 
to the water and as fast as the water 
was pumped out the underground 
stream kept the well full to its usual 

* height, 

The town has several lots adjoining 
this well and on Monday the drillers 
were givey the go atiead signal by 
the town to drill a well eight inches 
in diameter, 

Drilling the well in this area means 
that the waterworks system will be 
extended several hundred feet west 
ward then was orginally intended or 
even thought of. If the residents in 
this area should not desire to ¢on- 
sect up with the new system they 
should have pretty Bood fire pro- 
tection. With a hydrant set up near 
the new well tive fire hose should be 
able to reach almost any house in the 
area,
